For Concert Halls 
C hristm as music for the 
concert halls began to be 
created after the Reform a­ 
tion.

In P uritan England, the 
oratorio became a popular 
form of music, thought to 
represent the righteousness 
in man.

LONDON - “Take it as you 
And it and you’ll do all right, 
mat«,” goes the New Zealand 
saying. Indeed, that’s how the 
electorate 
of 
this 
isolated 
D om inion 
are 
taking 
the 
u p c o m i n g 
parliamentary 
elections. 
New Zealanders are proud 
that they have achieved one of 
t h e 
m o s t 
e g a l i t a r i a n 
communities in the world. The 
prime ministers in past elections 
have been Judged by their ability 
to “Join the boys in the pub” 
and 
discuss 
such 
religious 
matters as rugby. The result has 
been the establishment of a 
stable mediocracy. Now New 
Zealand’s Labor Party is making 
a vigorous effort to break the 
National Party’s monopoly of 
power of the pest two decades. 
Labor 
has 
proposed 
the 
withdrawal of all New Zealand 
troops from Viet Nam. However, 
most of the 2.8 million New 
Zealanders are aware that they 
are too small a state to play an 
independent 
role 
in 
world 
affairs. Prime Minister Keith J. 
Holyoeke has tried to steer New 
Zealand’s foreign policy along 
American lines, and the Labor 
Party 
knows 
it 
has 
little 
alternative. With Viet Nam less 
of an issue, the opposition has 
hit on the need to overhaul the 
social 
security 
system 
and 
reform the fields of health and 
education. What this amounts to 
is a promise of a change in 
emphasis 
rather 
than 
in 
direction. 
Labor’s troubles stem from 
Kiwi 
conservatism. 
James 
Michener has called the New 
Z e a l a n d e r s ’ 
’’the 
most 
conservative 
white 
men still 
living.” This means that change, 
in any form, is strongly resisted. 
The ancestors of the modern 
New Zealanders came over from 
England in the 19th century. 
Mostly they were lower middle 
class laborers who despised the 
English aristocracy and wished 
to 
have 
no 
part 
in 
the 
establishment. Holyoake is fond 
of saying that “ever since our 
forebears settled here over 100 
years ago, no special privileges 
have been accorded.” 
There are few rich in New 
Zealand. There are few porters, 
fewer maids, and practically no 
servants. Tipping is not generally 
accepted and it is impossible to 
get a shoe-shine anywhere. 
Today a dock worker, meat 
cutter, or a bus driver earns 
nearly as much take - home pay 
as a university lecturer. Little 
consideration is given to training 
or education. Ibis means that 
for those with exceptional talent 
there is little alternative but to 
emigrate. And to make sure that 
new, 
foreign 
elements don’t 
upset the egalitarian balance, the 
National Party has maintained 
strict immigration quotas. 
Recovery of the balance of 
payments - from a record deficit 
of $135 million in October 1967 
to a steady surplus over the past 
18 months -- has somewhat 
lifted the cloud of uncertainty 
which hung over the National 
Party. New Zealand is dependent 
on a small group of primary 
products, such as meat, cheese, 
butter and wool. But export 
receipts hit $1 billion for the 
first time in 1969. 
The number of parliamentary 
seats 
in

unicameral 
legislature was increased from 80 
to 
84 
in 
1 9 6 6 . 
The 
e s t a b l i s h m e n t 
o f 
new 
constituencies also has favored 
Labor. This means that to stay 
in power the Nationalists will 
have to hold on to all of their 43 
seats. The FINANCIAL TIMES 
reports that while the voting age 
was lowered from 21 to 20 this 
year, the youths and new voters 
seem unusually apathetic and 
indifferent. If this is indeed the 
case, then the outcome in New 
Zealand could turn out to be 
every bit as close as the recent 
cliff-hanger in Australia.

to win the Indianapolis 500, he 
has earned the right to be heard. 
Such a man is Andy Granatelli, 
whose 
name spells authority 
a m o n g 
th e 
a u to m o tiv e 
fraternity. 
Granatelli, who has strong 
opinions 
on 
the relationship 
between 
car 
condition 
and 
safety, spoke out recently on 
this subject. 
“The new, longer lubrication 
intervals have done a disservice 
to 
the 
motorist,” 
he 
says. 
“Every car owner should be sure 
that his vehicle is put on the 
lu b ric a tio n 
rack 
of 
his 
neighborhood filling station or 
auto dealership at 1,000 mile 
in te r v a ls , 
regardless 
of 
lubrication intervals.” 
He points out that today we 
drive our cars at speeds faster 
than the sustained speeds of 
racing cars just a few years ago. 
This means that we should take 
the same care of our passenger 
cars that we lavish on racing 
machines. 
Failure of a tire, a wheel 
bearing or a suspension ball joint 
could mean instant disaster at 
today’s highway speeds, just as it

advises, “ and they, like your

France was occupied and, ever 
since, anti- alcohol campaigns 
have foundered. 
Still, 
the

When Pierre Mendes- France was 
p rem ie r 
in 
the 
’50s, 
he 
attem pted to foist milk - drinking 
on the public. Mendes not only 
never got to be premier again, he 
even came to grief trying to get 
elected to Parliament. 
Economics plays some part 
in French alcholism. Wine is, 
after all, not only better tasting, 
but cheaper even than water. In 
a typical Paris bistro nowadays, 
a glass of wine costs 8 cents, a 
glass of mineral water 14 cents.

Not until 1823 
did the British parliament, for

requirement that the body of a 
suicide be buried at a crossroads 


with a stake driven through the 
heart to pin down the ghost.

Massachusetts legislature decreed 
in 1660, that suicides should be

highway and a cartload of stones 
laid upon the grave “as a brand 
of infamy and as a warning to

The statute 
was repealed in 1823.

Today, of course, it just 
wouldn't be Christmas with­ 
out Santa Claus, but it is 
interesting to ponder just 
where the jolly old gent got 
his start, and it might be sur­ 
prising to learn that it was­ 
n’t really the North Pole. 
The name Santa Claus, it­ 
self, is an American deriva­ 
tion of the name St. Nicho­ 
las, an early fourth century 
bishop in Asia Minor, accord­ 
ing to the editors of the En­ 
cyclopedia International. 
Santa was first brought to 
this country by the early 
Dutch settlers, who called 
him Sinterklaas. These Dutch 
burghers portrayed him as a 
merry old man, sometimes 
even with a wife they called 
Molly Grietje. 
Santa also looked a little 
different then, and he wore 
a wide-brimmed black hat, 
short Dutch breeches, and 
smoked a long clay pipe. 
Later, the British brought 
their own Father Christmas 
to America — a happy, roly- 
poly Falstaffian figure. 
Inevitably, Sinterklaas and 
Father 
Christmas 
became 
one. Add to this the Norwe­ 
gian’s Kriss Kringle, with his 
sleigh and reindeer, and the 
picture is nearly complete. 
It was finally the task of 
American artists and writers 
to create an image of Santa 
Claus such as we know today. 
Washington Irving, among 
others, contributed to the 
concept of Santa as a jolly 
holiday figure, while Clement 
Moore, in his famous "Visit 
from St. Nicholas" (“ Twas 
the

Before 
Christ­ 
mas”», added to the concept.

drawn by the American car­ 
toonist Thomas Nast in 1863.

Until the late Gothic peri­ 
od, artists believed that a 


stained glass window should 
be decorative rather than 
pictorial. With the Renais­ 
sance came a trend toward 
illustration rather than de­ 
sign.

How It Continues 
A relatively small band of 
artists keeps the art of the 
stained glass window alive.

This inflation has come at 
the expense of those in our 
society who can least afford to 
bear the coat - the old, the 
handicapped, the very poor. 
Indeed, all of the programs to 
help the poor which have been 
conceived and run by the 
government in recent year* have 
added far less to their welfare 
than

It has been argued by some 
administration economists that 
“some” inflation is all right, so

as we

But there has 
been an unwillingness to make 
major changes in government 
fiscal policy which are required 
in this inflation is to be stopped 
altogether and if the stability of 
the dollar is to be assured.

Rain was more likely, especi­ 
ally on the date officially cele­ 
brated as Christ’s birthday. 
December 25 Is right In the 
midst of the rainy season In 
Bethlehem. 
Early art depicting the Na­ 
tivity and the events follow­ 
ing it was faithful to the prob­ 
abilities. In these paintings, 
the shepherds watched in 
fields free of snow, and the 
Holy Family fled to Egypt 
under sunny skies, their route 
marked by palm trees. Later, 
snow appeared in paintings of 
the Holy Night. 
While Mean* Purity 
Part of the explanation may 
be that white, rather than red 
and green, was early chosen 
by churches as the color of 
Christmas. White Is, of course, 
the symbol of purity and in­ 
nocence, 
and 
a 
landscape 
white with snow thus becomes 
a proper expression of the 
true spirit of Christmas. 
Other explanations may be 
found in the origins of Christ­ 
mas customs. Many of the 
pagan rites which were ab­ 
sorbed Into the Christian cel­ 
ebration came from Northern 
Europe and, if not associated 
directly with snow, at least 
reflected the need for warmth 
in winter. 
The Yule log, for instance, 
became a part of the early 
Christmases, and certainly an 
open fire indoors is enhanced 
by a blanket of snow outdoors. 
Had Snowy Sourer 
Consider, too, that a number 
of modern Christmas customs 
— the tree and its lights, for 
instance — came from Ger­ 
many, where cold, snowy win­ 
ters might logically contribute 
to the legends and lore of the 
season. The first lighted tree 
was, supposedly, created by 
Martin Luther as a symbol of 
a starry sky on a snowy night. 
In modern times Irving Ber­ 
lin and Bing Crosby have sub­ 
stantially 
strengthened the 
vision of a "White Christmas." 
Bing singing Berlin’s famous 
song is now a traditional part 
of the Yule season. 


While many, perhaps most, 
people may be able only to 
dream of a white Christmas 
and create its semblance with 
cotton or spray-on snow, it’s 
a safe assumption that the 
happiest season will continue 
to be envisioned as a snowy 
winter wonderland.4

Naming tli«* Huy 
As a holy day and a holiday, 
Christmas means both prayer­ 
ful worship and festive merry­ 
making.

English Christmas means the 
Mass of Christ, a meaning 
which is closely paralleled by 
the Dutch "Kermis."

How the Tree Grew 


When the German prince 
Alfred married Queen Victoria, 
he carried the custom of the 
Yule tree to England, and from 
there it spread by imitation 
and immigration to the United 
States and Canada. 
The German origin is appro­ 
priate, since it was in Germany 
that the English missionary 
St. Boniface, formerly a monk 
named Winfrid, first insti­ 
tuted the decorated fir tree, a 
tribute to the Christ Child, as 
a replacement for the sacri­ 
fices made to the oak, which 
was sacred to the pagan god 
Odin.

With the Joyful strains of 
"Silent Night,” “The First

that originated centuries ago. 
As early as the fourth cen­ 
tury A. D., a musical poem was 
sung in honor of St. Basil and 
his victory in the fight for 
Christianity over the Byzan­ 
tine emperor Julian JnOreecp 
legends of St. Basil were later1 
put to music and sung at 
Christmas and the New Year. 
The first real Christmas car­ 
ols, however, were probably 
sung in the Italian mountain 
village of Grecchio when St. 
Francis of Assisi created the 
nrst manger scene in 1223. He 
and his brethren led the vil­ 
lagers in singing hymns of 
praise to the Christ Child. 


Source of Giving 
Giving gifts at the Yuletide 
season has many precedents 
In the years before Christ. 
Romans gave branches of lau­ 
rel, olive and myrtle to each 
other at the Saturnalia, a 
pagan festival that occurred 
about the same time as the 
present date of Christmas. In 
England and Northern Europe, 
Druid worshippers tied gifts on 
trees during the Yule lestival 
held at the winter solstice. 
Roman emperors often de­ 
manded Yule gifts of clothing, 
gold and silver from their sub­ 
jects, and so did the kings and 
queens of medieval England. It 
is said that Queen Elizabeth I 
gained most of her wardrobe 
through these compulsory gifts. 
In later years the idea of giv­ 
ing in a spirit of kind-hearted 
generosity developed. 


Santa Gets His Garb 
From Poem , Cartoon 
Santa first appeared in his 
now-traditional guise as a 
plump, jovial, white-bearded 
and pipe-smoking old gentle­ 
man — "a right jolly old elf” 
in the poem, "A Visit from 
St. Nicholas,’’ written by Dr. 
Clement C. Moore in 1822. 
Earlier, "Santeclaus" had 
been pictured dressed as a 
bishop, in a book called “The 
Children’s Friend,” and in 
Washington Irving's "Knick­ 
erbocker History of New York,” 
published in 1809, Santa was 
said to wear a broad-brimmed 
hat and huge breeches. 
Even Dr. Moore’s poem did 
not, apparently, clothe Santa 
in a red suit. “He was dressed 
all in fur from his head to his 
foot,” says the poem. 
Santa as he looks today was 
first sketched by Cartoonist 
Thomas Nast, in 1869. The car­ 
toon showed Santa in his fa­ 
miliar red garb, smoking a 
pipe. 


It’s an Old Custom 
Festive wreaths and gar­ 
lands made of evergreens, 
cones and herbs are, nowa­ 
days, closely linked to the cel­ 
ebration of Christmas. The 
custom of making such gar­ 
lands for gala occasions ac­ 
tually dates back to the an­

The ancestors of the modern 
New Zealanders came over from 
England in the 19th century. 
Mostly they were lower middle

Today a dock worker, meat 
cutter, or a bus driver earns 
nearly as much take - home pay 
as a university lecturer. Little 
consideration is given to training 
or education.

Everywhere in Europe from 
the Middle Ages to the 18th 
century, suicide of one kind or 
another entailed seizure of goods 
or land, or both, depending on 
local customs. Not until 1823 
did the British parliament, for 
example, 
revoke 
an 
ancient 
requirem ent that the body of a 
suicide be buried at a crossroads 


with a stake driven through the 
heart to pin down the ghost.

c o u n tr y , 
the 
Massachusetts legislature decreed 
in 1660, that suicides should be 
b u rie d 
in 
some 
common 
highway and a cartload of stones 
laid upon the grave “ as a brand 
of infamy and as a warning to 
others to beware of the like 


damnable practices." The statute 
was repealed in 1823.

For Celebrations of Holy Day 


Biblical stories and personages come to life in a blaze of color. Light and color combine 
to create an ever-changing mosaic. From dawn to day to dark, patterns vary with the light. 
Designs seem to live and move as colors change in intensity. 
While Christians around the world gather to celebrate the holy festival of Christmas, 
these dazzling effects add to the beauty and solemnity of the celebration, as stained glass 
windows shed their radiance throughout churches large and small. 
The art of creating stained glass windows is ancient — known in the ages before re­ 
corded history began, say the editors of the Encyclopedia Americana. Yet the windows 
themselves seem always new. As light plays upon the colors of the glass, the living beauty 
of the windows is constantly renewed and reborn Appropriately, the age-old yet ever new 
story of the Nativity is a favorite subject for these windows. Through the centuries artist 
craftsmen have preserved the 
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spirit of the first Christmas, 
in stained glass. 
Thus for countless wor­ 
shippers this Christmastide, 
the light that shines through 
the stained glass windows of 
their churches 
illuminates 
the wonder of Christmas. 


II hy It Hemni 
The “why" of using stained 
glass w indows in churches 
and secular buildings, too 
is simple and logical. Like all 
windows, they're intended to 
admit light and keep out 
wind and weather. 
Colored glass helps in con­ 
trolling both the amount and 
the quality of light admitted 
to buildings. And the com­ 
bination of light and color 
forms patterns appealing and 
restful to the eye. 
Traditionally, stained glass 
windows complement the a r­ 
c h ite c tu ra l design of the 
building where they appear. 
How It Regan 
T he "how ” of c re atin g 
stained glass windows is com­ 
plicated — in some respects 
as difficult and time-consum­ 
ing as it was in the Middle 


Ages, 
alth o u g h 
m o d e rn 
methods and equipment do 
give 
today's stained 
glass 
artist certain advantages. 
The rainbow-like effect of 
th e windows com es from 
pieces of glass — sometimes, 
hundreds of pieces — fitted 
together and held together 
with strips of lead. 
Today’s artists don’t have 
to make their own glass, 
leads and pigments. T h at’s 
one advantage they enjoy 
that was denied to the early 
artist craftsman. 
But they do have to plan 
and work painstakingly, from 
the 
beginning of 
a 
scale 
d raw in g in precise colors 
through the development of 
actual-size 
paper 
patterns 
and on to such final steps as 
firing, glazing and cementing. 
II hal It Shows 
The art of stained glass 
window's reflects nearly every 
artistic style and movement 
of the past several centuries, 
including Romanesque, By­ 
zantine, Gothic, Renaissance, 
Romantic and modern. 
Until the late Gothic peri­ 
od, artists believed that a 


stained glass window should 
be decorative rather than 
pictorial. With the Renais­ 
sance came a trend toward 
illustration rather than de­ 
sign. 
In succeeding years, the 
balance has shifted between 
the traditionally decorative 
and the more pictorial styles. 


How 11 Continues 
A relatively small band of 
artists keeps the art of the 
stained glass window alive. 
In a discussion of stained 
glass art in North and South 
America, the Americana lists 
some 24 artists working in 
sta in e d glass, in studios 
t h r o u g h o u t 
th e 
U n i t e d 
States, as well as others in 
Canada, Mexico and South 
America. 
Among them are revival­ 
ists, who work in terms of 
th e earliest tra d itio n s of 
stained glass. Other artists 
take the contemporary ap ­ 
proach, but their use of free 
forms carries out the belief 
that light and pattern, ra th ­ 
er than Illustration, make a 
picture in stained glass

In America 


Hear them? They're .sleigh- 
bells 
and we all know what 
that means! S a n ta s here, 
and with him arrives one of 
th e oldest, hap p iest, and

Holy Family fled to Egypt 
under sunny skies, their route 
marked by palm trees.

Consider, too, that a number 
of modern Christmas customs 
— the tree and its lights, for 
instance — came from Ger­ 
many. where cold, snowy win­ 
ters might logically contribute 
to the legends and lore of the 
season. The first lighted tree 
was, supposedly, created by 
Martin Luther as a symbol of 
a starry sky on a snowy night. 
In modern times Irving Ber­ 
lin and Bing Crosby have sub­ 
stantially 
strengthened 
the 
vision of a "White Christmas." 
Bing singing Berlin’s famous 
song is now a traditional part 
of the Yule season 


While many, perhaps most, 
people may be able only to 
dream of a white Christmas 
and create its semblance with 
cotton or spray-on snow, it’s 
a safe assumption that the 
happiest season will continue 
to be envisioned as a snowy 
winter wonderland.4

Noel” and other beloved car­ 
ols, today’s carolers carry on a 
meaningful Christmas custom 
that originated centuries ago 
As early as the fourth cen­ 
tury A. D., a musical poem was 
sung in honor of St Basil and 
his victory in the fight for 
Christianity over the Byzan­ 
tine emperor Julian In Greece 
legends of St. Basil were later1 
put to music and sung at 
Christmas and the New kear, 
The first real Christmas car­ 
ols, however, were probably 
sung in the Italian mountain . 
village of Grecchio when St. 
Francis of Assisi created the 
nrst manger scene in 1223. He 
and his brethren led the vil­ 
lagers in singing hymns of 
praise to the Christ Child. 


S o u r c e o f ( r iv in g 
Giving gifts at the Yuletide 
season has many precedents 
In the years before Christ. 
Romans gave branches of lau­ 
rel, olive and myrtle to each 
other at the Saturnalia, a 
pagan festival that occurred 
about the same time as the 
present date of Christmas. In 
England and Northern Europe, 
Druid worshippers tied gifts on 
trees during tne Yule festival 
held at the winter solstice. 
Roman emperors often de­ 
manded Yule gifts of clothing, 
gold and silver from their sub­ 
jects, and so did the kings and 
queens of medieval England. It 
is said that Queen Elizabeth I 
gained most of her wardrobe 
through these compulsory gifts. 
In later years the idea of giv­ 
ing in a spirit of kind-hearted 
generosity developed. 


Santa (lets His Garb 
From Poem, Cartoon 
Santa first appeared in his 
now-traditional 
guise 
as 
a 
plump, jovial, white-bearded 
and pipe-smoking old gentle­ 
man — "a right jolly old elf” 
in the poem, "A Visit from 
St. Nicholas," written by Dr. 
Clement C. Moore in 1822. 
Earlier, 
"Santeclaus” 
had 
been pictured dressed as a 
bishop, in a book called “The 
Children’s 
Friend," 
aud 
in 
Washington Irving's "Knick­ 
erbocker History of New York," 
published in 1809, Santa was 
said to wear a broad-brimmed 
hat and huge breeches. 
Even Dr. Moore’s poem did 
not, apparently, clothe Santa 
in a red suit. “He was dressed 
all in fur from his head to his 
foot,” says the poem 
Santa as he looks today was 
first sketched by Cartoonist 
Thomas Nast, in 1869 The car­ 
toon showed Santa in his fa­ 
miliar red garb, smoking a 
pipe.

Druids, a religious organization 
in ancient Gaul, also used ever- 
jreens, and Oriental literature 
contains references to their use 
among the Persians and He­ 
brews.

cookies in varying shapes were 
added and then flowers, tinseled

mas E*tf «’as the time when it 
was set ip as the ornamental 
sign of C hrist. 
Hessian soldiers employed by 
the British in the Revolutionary 
W ar brought the Christbaum 
custom across the Atlantic,first

banned by law in some states. 
In at least one New England 
state, persons celebrating the
